'k Farms 
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How One State Organization is Moving 
Forward 


Presidential Address of Chas. H. Baldwin, Delivered at the Recent Annual Meeting 


of the New York Holstein-Friesian Association 


To The Members:— 


I am not going to take up financial matters in this 
report, as these will be covered by the report of the 
secretary and treasurer. I do, however, wish to say that 
the New York Holstein-Friesian Association has paid its 
note and is entirely out of debt, that we have all of the 
personal property that the association owned last year, 
that we have a small balance in the treasury, (REAL 
CASH) that the membership is practically double that 
of 1926, that we have active organized Holstein clubs in 
practically every dairy county, and that general good 
feeling and harmony exist. I am speaking for the board 
of directors, as president of the association, in making 
this statement, and leave it to you to decide whether or 
not we have accomplished the things which you felt 
should be accomplished by the association when you 
placed these responsibilities on us some nine months ago. 

You say, this is all fine and good, but why a state 
Holstein Association anyway? Do we not have a strong 
national organization, and with its extension department 
is it not able to do for the average breeder all that a 
state association possibly could hope to do? But anyone 
who attended the annual meeting of the National Associ- 
ation at Springfield will not ask that question. Sentiment 
there was unanimous for a state association. In answer, 
one might ask, what is the use of a state government, 
when we have a national government which has so much 
authority over the whole country. The wisdom of having 
smaller units working under general supervision of a 
greater power is generally recognized. In business, such 
a plan is followed by the most successful companies. In 
large units there are bound to be problems which are not 
general, but which apply to comparatively small sections. 
No general rule or law can be passed that will take care 
of these particular cases. New York State has dairy 
problems which are quite different from the problems 
arising in sections where practically all of the milk is 
manufactured into cheese. 

There are other problems which make a strong New 
York State Holstein Association necessary for the wel- 
fare of the breed. It is only through a state association 
that individual members can get the personal help and 
contacts that are so helpful and necessary. State associa- 
tions have a very beneficial effect upon the national 
association, and should receive every possible considera- 
tion from the national body. 

And likewise, the state association can hope to do its 
best only when it has well organized county Holstein 
clubs working for the advancement of the breed and 








striving to promote greater interest and working for the 
things that will help the individual breeder in the various 
counties. For this reason, it is my opinion that the state 
association should aid and encourage the development of 
county clubs and that more of the money received for 
memberships to the state association should be turned 
back to the county clubs, to be used for the advancement 
of the county work. This, you will notice, will be taken 
care of if the proposed amendment to the by-laws which 
you have received is adopted by this body. I believe this 
will result in greatly increased membership, and in the 
end in increased revenue to the state association, and 
much more interest in county club work. I firmly believe 
that it is by increasing the strength of the county clubs 
and by giving them every assistance possible that the 
state association can do its best work, not only for the 
individual breeder, but for the National. Association as 
well. We must not let enthusiasm in a state association 
grow less. <A definite responsibility rests upon every 
individual Holstein breeder to do his bit toward increasing 
interest and membership, and thus help to put the associ- 
ation in position to do its utmost for the individual 
breeder. 

Another question might quite properly be asked. One 
might say, you state that the revenue received by the 
state association from the National Association was 
considerably less in 1927 than in 1926, and I understand 
that in 1926 it was considerably less than the revenue 
received in 1925. What is the cause of this reduction, and 
what is to be the future of the Holstein cow in New 
York State? Is she becoming less popular, or being dis- 
placed by other breeds for economic reasons, and if so, 
isn’t it foolish to put so much effort into an association 
working in opposition to economic laws which we know 
must eventually rule? 

My answer to this question is that the Holstein cow 
is today and will be in the future the most economical 
and most wonderful producer of milk and butterfat known. 
She has no competitor when economy of production is 
considered. She has absolutely nothing to fear from the 
other breeds. It is within the memory of some who are 
here today that the first Holstein cow was brought into 
this country. During this comparatively short period the 
Holstein cow has been responsible for doubling the aver- 
age milk production per cow. No method of feeding or 
breeding could have accomplished this result without the 
Holstein blood. The value of any kind of live stock is 
measured by its ability to return a profit from the salable 
products it produces. When there is a scarcity of animals 
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there is a demand for young stock for breeding purposes, 
and fabulous prices, out of line with their ability to pro- 
duce other than for breeding puposes, is the result. When 
the market is supplied, the value drops and is based only 
on the ability to pay a profit on the products for which 
there is a market. One example of this is the silver fox 
industry, where fortunes were made, and later fortunes 
lost, by producing and buying foxes strictly on their value 
for breeding purposes, this value being based upon prices 
received when selling their offspring for breeders. When 
the saturation point was reached we found that the value 
of silver foxes was their ability to produce salable pro- 
ducts. (PELTS). 

There may be, in some measure, analogy between the 
Holstein situation at the present time and the silver fox 
industry. Those of us who know the Holstein cow know, 
as previously stated, that she has no competitor when 
measured by her ability to produce milk and butterfat. 
And in doing this she is not a dainty mincer or anything 
of the sort; she eats readily and with relish the coursest 
of our fodders native to New York, and is generally rec- 
ognized by our best authorities as the most economical 
producer of any of the dairy breeds. This fact is recog- 
nized by other states as well as New York State, by the 
state institutions, and the authorities at the state college 
of agriculture will agree absolutely on this point. I like 
the slogan “Holsteins for Profit.” If it is profit that the 
New York dairyman is looking for, the good pure bred 
Holstein cow, well: cared for, is the answer. The future 
of the Holstein cow will grow brighter as competition 
increases, for economy of production always wins. 


But you still say, this does not account for the falling 
off in revenue from the National Association. My best 
answer to this would be that in the days when there was 
a great demand for Holstein cattle for breeding puposes 
and prices were being paid which were really out of line 
with their value to produce, milk and butterfat, the 
tendency was to raise every animal, especially the females 
until that demand was supplied, that could be registered. 
Some of the other breeds are going through this period at 
present. Then came the demand for better type and 
better production, and we as breeders saw that we were 
only harming our own business by raising pure breds that 
might better be sold as grades, or in some cases for veal. 
The result is that only the better individuals, with 
ancestry and breeding, which should make profitable 
producers, are being registered. This is resulting in less 
revenue to the National and State Associations. 


If you will go into the herds today, remembering what 
you saw there a few years ago, you will all agree with 
me that there has been a marked improvement in the 
type of pure bred Holstein-Friesian cattle everywhere. And 
while this reduction in revenue is felt by the National 
and State Associations and might at first sight be con- 
sidered as evidence of a decline in Holstein breeding, it 
is, when analyzed, a mark of healthy growth. A man is 
indeed fortunate, especially at this time when so many 
cows are being removed as a result of the tuberculin test, 
who owns a herd of good healthy pure bred Holsteins. 
The demand for surplus stock from such a herd is bound 
to increase, and will continue to increase for many years. 


One of the most helpful services of the state associa- 
tion is to bring together those wishing to buy and those 
wishing to sell. It can help you sell your surplus stock 
and it can tell you where to buy pure bred Holsteins. 


I am not going to waste your time discussing the 
butterfat question, as it is generally recognized that the 
alleged sentiment for higher testing milk comes from the 
distributors rather than the consumers of milk. Study 
and investigations that have been made reveal the fact 
that our best authorities are agreed that milk from the 
pure bred, properly fed and cared for Holstein cow con- 
tains the best balanced food in the best possible form, 
and that the public is satisfied when the milk is received 
as it is produced from such an animal. We can improve 
the per cent of butterfat by selection, breeding and feed- 
ing. The extremely low testers are being eliminated along 
with the sloping rump. This is only good animal hus- 
bandry and should be considered necessary by all breed- 
ers. 

So much for the future of the Holstein cow 
York State. ° 

The next question that I think might properly be 
asked is—just what can the association do to help the 
breeders of Holstein cattle in New York State? One 
thing is certain; there will be no old debts to absorb 


in New 
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current revenue, and a better-balanced budget can be 
made. But a definite budget program for 1928 is essential. 


After nine months as president of the New York 
Holstein-Friesian Association, I am convinced that there 
is a wonderful field for constructive work. The field is so 
broad and the opportunities to do worth while work in 
the interest of Holsteins are so many that it will be neces- 
sary to confine the work to a few selected phases, and 
even then the projects will require several years to com- 
plete. It will, however, be possible to show progress from 
the beginning. the degree of progress depending on the 
enthusiasm and initiative mith which the work is entered 
into. 


To my mind, one of the most important projects that 
the county clubs and the state association can foster is 
that branch of junior project work known as the calf clubs. 
We are all interested in seeing many of our best country 
bred boys remain on the farms, and yet none of us could 
wish to see any of them remain there if they could live 
a more helpful and pleasant life in other fields. In my 
opinion, the junior project work is one of the greatest 
pieces of work being done in the interest of agriculture 
in New York State today. I’m for it, through and through. 

A great responsibility rests upon every breeder of 
Holstein cattle to do his bit toward seeing that the boys 
and girls in these calf clubs are furnished with calves of 
proper type and ancestry and of a breed that will be a 
source of pride to the boy or girl, and which when grown 
will be profitable animals. Many a hard-headed farmer 
has become interested in the raising of pure bred cattle 
after seeing what the boy has done with his pure bred 
calf in calf club, and it has caused him to raise his own 
calves better. The boy and the pure bred got the old 
man out of a rut. In my opinion, nothing is more dis- 
appointing to a boy or girl, or more disgusting to the 
average man, to see, after a few months, that the calf 
the younster has been working with is of inferior type or 
that a breed has been selected that is not suitable. 


As an association we cannot do too much toward sup- 
porting the calf club work, and I recommend to you that 
this be one of the outstanding projects of the state associ- 
ation for next year. 


I also wish to impress upon every Holstein breeder 
that a responsibility rests upon each individual member 
that in the interest of the breed and the interest of the 
boys and girls, we should be willing to sacrifice in price, 
if necessary, and furnish these future farmers the best 
calves we have. Otherwise, we should sell our surplus 
stock to the experienced grown-up breeder who should 
know what he is buying. Fulfill your responsibility to 
these youngsters by not allowing them to start with a 
breed that is not economically sound or adapted to this 
State. 

During the past few years we have heard considerable 
about drives against scrub herd sires. These drives have 
been in many forms, but the objective in each case has 
been to replace the scrub bull with a registered pure bred 
herd sire. 

As another project for 1928, I recommend for your 
consideration that a raid be started on the scrub bulls of 
New York State. I would suggest, as the unit of opera- 
tion, the township rather than the county, and the per- 
centage of all herd sires owned in that township that are 
registered pure breds on January Ist, 1929, be the de- 
termining factor for winning. Pure bred bulls of any 
breed should be counted, but the clubs naturally will 
work to have a pure bred Holstein replace the scrub 
wherever possible. If a man prefers another breed and 
you cannot convince him that he should keep Holsteins, 
get him to see that he should have a pure bred sire of the 
breed he fancies. I would like to see each county club 
enter one of its townships in such a contest, and I be- 
lieve each club should be assessed an entrance fee and 
that the sum total of these fees should be divided into 
three prizes to be awarded to the three winners. I also 
recommend that the state association set aside a sum not 
less than $300 to be divided among the five winners, with 
at least one-third going to the first prize winner. A con- 
test of this sort is something new. It will require a com- 
plete census of herd sire population, and I am sure that 
with the assistance of the district schools this census can 
be accurately taken, especially where there are boys in 
the calf clubs. These boys will be glad to do this work in 
their school district. Your junior project leader will work 
with you on this. I recommend that this project be given

The meeting was called to order by President John B. 
Irwin, who also gave a status of the work of the State 
Association. 

The Treasurer’s Report was given and on motion was 
accepted as read. The Secretary’s Report also was given 
and accepted as read. 


In the general discussion regarding the policies of the 
State Association, the value of Calf Club Work was em- 
phasized by Joe Berg, Walter Schmidt, Lou Taylor, Albert 
Knutson and R. F. Cusey. 


The question of a State Sale was brought up for dis- 
cussion, and the Board of Directors were authorized to 
make arrangements for holding a State Sale in connection 
with the Annual Summer Meeting which will be held at 
Fergus Falls on June 1 and 2z. 


Albert R. Knutson of Pelican Rapids gave a very com- 
prehensive talk on the work of the Ottertail County Hol- 
stein Breeders’ Association, particularly emphasizing the 
Sire Classification work; as well as the other projects which 
the county association has been active in as: 1, Local 
Units; 2, County Manager; 3, Calf Club work; 4, T. 
B. Area Test; 5, Publicity and educational exhibits; 6, Sire 
Campaign. 


W. S. Moscrip of Lake Elmo gave a brief resume of 
the purpose of Sire Classification work and explained the 
work as carried out in Ottertail County. Mr. Moscrip also 
discussed the advisablity of having a proper tariff on but- 
terfat imported in milk, cream and cheese. He stressed 
the value of this tariff to the dairy industry and urged 
breeders and dairy interests to bring pressure to bear on 
National Congressmen to have proper laws passed regard- 
ing this. 


F. J. Southcott, President of the Wisconsin Holstein 


Breeders’ Association, gave an excellent address on the 
business of breeding Holsteins, especially emphasizing 
the value of herd tests and a more careful selection of 
the right type of animals in all breeding operations. He 
also stressed the value of organizations and the relation 
of individual breeders to the success of all county and 
state associations. 


W. B. Barney, of the Extension Department of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of America, gave an excellent 
talk on the policies of our National Association, and em- 
phasized the improved conditions in the Holstein busi- 
ness. He also stressed the value of Holstein milk and 
urged the breeders to become sold on their Holstein busi- 
ness. 

The following directors elected for a four-year term 
were: Axel Hansen, Ben Glantz, P. O. Holland and J. C. 
Marlow. 

Officers elected for the coming year were: 
President; J. C. Marlow, Vice President; 
Secretary-Treasurer. 

Results Accomplished in 1927 

Membership.—During the year 1927 our State Holstein 
Association continued to increase in membership; our 
total now being 1,512, as compared to 1,399 in 1926 and 
791 in 1925. In 1926, we had 34 affiliated counties and at 
the present time this number has been increased to 41, 
with 10 counties.yet to be organized as soon as weather 
conditions permit. 

Publicity.—A large number of articles were published 
at various intervals in farm papers and daily papers, on 
Holstein activities carried on through county as well as 
state associations. Approximately 12,000 circulars were 
published and distributed through the state association, 
and an additional 8,000 were distributed through the 
cooperation of the Holstein-Friesian Association of Amer- 
ica. The Holstein film, “Jonathan Barr’s Conversion,”

Se et 
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A Sound Position 


E have heard the statement made by leaders in the 
W field of animal husbandry education that the 

greatest breed progress takes place during periods 
of depression. During boom times, very little selection 
is practiced by breeders because that kind of a market 
will absorb the undesirable animals along with the good 
ones and at prices that discourage any other disposal of 
them than as breeding animals. In a period of depres- 
sion, it-is a- sort of survival of the fittest and the inferior 
animals have little, if any more, market value for breed- 
ing purposes than their owners can get for them as com- 
mercial dairy cows or over the block. 

That is exactly the way it has worked out in our in- 
dustry. During the boom years, breeders were raising 
and registering every calf born in their herds regardless 
of merit and the result was that entirely apart from the 
high prices that were being paid we were sowing the 
seeds off a lot of disappointment from the use of so many 
of these inferior animals for breeding purposes. Then 
came the period of depression where only the best were 
in demand at anything like fair prices and little if any 
financial sacrifice was involved in the culling of herds 
because the inferior types of animals would bring no 
more with the registration papers than they would when 
disposed of through other channels. The inducement to 
go to the expense of keeping up registrations on that class 
of animals was very definitely withdrawn and as a con- 
sequence of that condition, breeders quite generally adopt- 
ed the practice of culling and selection voluntarily in their 
own herds. The breed has been the gainer from this 
process. 

It strikes us, however, that the present situation in 
the Holstein market is most favorable for real breed prog- 
ress and that we are right now in the soundest position 
to move forward that we have been in for a great many 
years. In the present market there is a real inducement 
for breeders to put forth their best efforts in breeding and 
development because the market has shown its willing- 
ness to absorb the really desirable animals at largely in- 
creased prices. At the same time, the market is very 
discriminating and the misfits and undesirables are shar- 
ing but little in the general advance in values. Thus 
there is every reason to continue rigid selection in the 
herds of breeders and also a very definite inducement to 
breed and develop a better class of cattle. 

In this last respect, the situation is much more favor- 
able for sound breed progress than is the case during a 
period of serious depression. The culling may not be 
quite as rigid but there is another side of the picture. 
During a period of depression, our observation is that 
many breeders largely lose their interest in the pure bred 
proposition. They do not feel like making much of an in- 
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vestment in a herd sire and are apt to get along with 
almost anything that may be available. They fail to grow 

their calves and heifers and give them the development 

that is necessary to make superior cows. They largely 

cease their efforts along lines of testing and the breeq 

is the loser through this slackened effort. While there 

is inducement in such times for the retention of inferior 

animals for breeding purposes, there is also a lack of 

incentive to go forward aggressively in the breeding dnq 

development of the better ones. 

That incentive is abundantly supplied in the present 
market situation. Breeders are working to higher stanq- 
ards than ever before and there is a real shortage in the 
available supply of desirable breeding animals of the 
right type and with proven production and backing. This 
condition was clearly reflected in the public sale prices, 

In the analysis of the public sales of 1927, which we 
have published, was a very significant table giving the 
average sale prices for the past three years on the dif- 
ferent classes of animals. The females of milking age 
were divided into four different groups, the largest group 
being that of cows without records and from untested 
dams, the next largest group being cows without records 
but from dams that had made records of some kind, and 
then smaller groups of cows with short-time records and 
with long-time records. The figures showed that the 
cows with long-time records sold at auction during 1927 
averaged considerably over three times as much as the 
cows without records themselves and who were also from 
untested dams. The point we wish to emphasize here, 
however, in showing the trend of the market, is not that 
the cows with records averaged so much higher but that 
this spread has increased very materially even since 1925. 

Comparing the 1925 sale figures with 1927 figures, we 
find that while the untested class of cows without record 
backing have made a creditable increase in dollars per 
head there has been practically five times as great an 
increase in the average valuation of cows with long-time 
records in this period, the increase actually being $256. 
Practically the same result is shown in the prices for 
heifers under two years of age. Those from untested 
dams have increased $32 a head in value from 1925, while 
during the same period heifers from semi-official record 
dams have made an average increase of $142 a head, 
according to the average sale figures. Here again we 
find the heifers from long-time record dams selling on the 
average for more than three times as much as those from 
untested dams. 

Certainly, these figures not only show that it is worth- 
while to make records on good producing animals of good 
type, but they also show that in the present market pro- 
duction records are being given materially increased con- 
sideration by the buying public. 

We believe that the Holstein-Friesian breed is improv- 
ing right now just as fast as an institution of this size 
possibly can stand improvement and we look for that con- 
dition to continue just as long as the market maintains 
its present discriminating attitude with such satisfactory 
prices for quality along with a level of prices for “scrub 
pure breds” so favorable to their elimination from the 
breeding ranks. We believe that 1928 is going to go down 
in history as one of the fundamentally good years of prog- 
ress in the Holstein industry. 


Forms for the Herd Test Ready 


HE Advanced Registry office at Delavan, Wisconsin, 
7 has completed the necessary forms for the conduct 
of the new Herd Improvement Test. These consist 
of blanks for application and reporting of records, which 
are furnished free, and also stable milk sheets for the 
convenience of owners in keeping their daily records, the 
latter being furnished at cost as described in the follow- 
ing notice just received from the Advanced Registry 
office: 
Stable Milk Sheets 
“The Advanced Registry Office furnishes stable 
milk sheets 14 by 17 inches, to be fastened with 
tacks at the corners to a milk board 15 by 18 
inches. These sheets are made of fine, heavy 24-Ib. 
paper, with plenty of room for lead pencil figures, 
and are fitted for 20 cows each. Sheets can be fur- 
nished for two, three, or four milkings per day as 
desired. If some of the cows are milked three times 
a day, use the three-space sheets, leaving middle 
space blank for the twice a day cows. When the 


milk production of any cow in Herd Improvement 
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Test is to be reported to the A. R. Office, as must 
be done at times, by using the A. R. milk sheet the 
breeder can copy the totals at the end of the month 
to the Dairy Herd Book and as sub totals on the 
next sheet used, and then cut from the milk sheet 
the strips containing the productions of such cows 
as it is needful to report to the A. R. Office. In 
this way no copying of daily milkings is necessary 
unless the owner wishes to preserve the milk 
sheets. Prices for sheets sufficient for 20 cows for 
one year follow: 


Two times milking, 24 sheets .................. 32¢ 
Three times milking, 36 sheets ................ 48c 
Four times milking, 48 sheets ................. 64¢ 


Detailed rules and instructions regarding the Herd 
Test are contained in a new pamphlet prepared by the 
Advanced Registry office which will be sent to all breed- 
ers interested upon application. This Herd Test is a new 
proposition with us and experience will doubtless indicate 
desirable changes in some of the regulations and addi- 
tional rules covering other conditions that may arise. 
The question of how to consider cows that are used as 
nurses for calves has already arisen and the Superin- 
tendent has made the following ruling that breeders will 
please note: 


Cows Used as Nurses 

A cow while used as a nurse, either for calves 
raised or for veal calvés, is not to be counted as a 
member of the milking herd. But from the time 
such a cow is put into the milking herd she is to be 
counted as a member, just as if she had been pur- 
chased and placed in the herd on that day. In any 
such case the supervisor of the next monthly offi- 
cial test must enter in the special information col- 
umn of his report the date on which the cow be- 
came a member of the milking herd, and the fact 
that she had been used as a nurse. Then the owner 
must report to the A. R. Office the daily milk pro- 
ductions from the time the cow was placed in the 
herd to the first monthly official test of that cow. 


The Cover 


AY Walker Inka Segis 941373, who appears on our 
M front cover this week, is one of the breed’s fore- 

most examples of production, show type and rich 
breeding. She has just completed a year record as a jun- 
ior two-year-old of 17,613.9 lbs. milk containing 707.29 lbs. 
fat or 884.11 lbs. butter, according to a telegram just re- 
ceived from the Advanced Registry office, the record be- 
ing made under the handicap of a shipment more than 
half way across the continent while the record was in 
progress and also to trip from Brockville to Toronto and 
back. She is due the latter part of March by Sir Bess 
Ormsby Fobes. 

She started her show ring career as a calf winning 
junior championship at Iowa State Fair and many other 
important prizes in 1925. The following year she was 
named All-American senior yearling, following the win- 
ning of first prize at the National Dairy Show and the Ses- 
quicentennial, and junior championship at Eastern States 
Exposition, Trenton Inter-State Fair and the Wisconsin 
and Indiana State Fairs. This past year she was exhibit- 
ed only at the Royal Livestock Show of Canada, where 
she won first in the milking two-year-old class and was 
made reserve senior champion, again getting the All-Amer- 
ican designation, being one of the few heifers to receive 
this honor two successive years. 

As to her breeding, she is the youngest daughter of 
May Walker Ollie Homestead, former U. S. Champion 
1,523-lb. cow and the only cow to have three All-American 
offspring. Her sire is Sir Inka Superior Segis, who is 
now one of the Carnation herd sires. She is a full sister 
to Sir Inka May, an All-American bull who has an All- 
American daughter; maternal sister to the All-American 
heifer, May Pietertje Homestead Ormsby, and paternal sis- 
ter to Brookholm Inka, a Reserve All-American bull who 
has an All-American son. 

May Walker Inka Segis was bred by Minnesota Hol- 
stein Company, Austin, Minn., who exhibited her as a calf 
and as a yearling and at her first freshening, as junior 
two-year-old, made a record on her of 23.44 lbs. butter 
from 441.6 lbs. milk in seven days, and 90.64 lbs. butter 
from 1,795.3 lbs. milk in thirty days. When about seven 
months along on year test, and safe in calf by Sir Bess 
Ormsby Fobes she was sold in the Minnesota Holstein 
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Company dispersal, goi@g to Senator A. C. Hardy, Avon- 
dale Farm, Brockville, Ont., at $7,100, the top price of 
that sensational sale. On arriving at Avondale, she was 
continued on test and made the trip to the Royal while in 
the eleventh month of her lactation. Her record was 
under the joint supervision of the Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation of America and the Holstein-Friesian Association 
of Canada. Senator Hardy is very hopeful of getting a 
bull calf from her by Sir Bess Ormsby Fobes for service 
in the excellent herd which he is rebuilding. 








One of our most valued customers calls attention to 
another very palpable attempt on the part of the Editorial 
Department to change the entire system of live stock 
breeding.

One day being severly reprimanded for not giving 
proper attention to my occupation I bit my mother upon 
the leg with the result that she, having discovered the 
peculiar and latent ability that I had in that direction, 
transfered me immediately to the button-hole department. 
I spent the next sixteen years of my life biting button- 
holes in various odd jobs of seamstresing that mother 
corralled as a means of livelihood. 

Personally I never got beyond the fourth grade in 
grammer school although I worked at that job until I was 
25 years of age. Since leaving the paternal—or rather 
maternal—rooftree I have been through several colleges 
including Columbia which I covered in two days, Uni- 
versity of Michigan which took me an extra day on ac- 
count of the size of the foot ball stadium, and the Uni- 
versity of Idaho where Rube Everly had preceeded me. 
I have also been through half a dozen public libraries 
and the Smithsonian Institute. This completed my educa- 
tion and I have since been engaged in newspaper work. 
This work I find very much to my liking. It gives me a 
great chance for the exercise of that great degree of 
truthfulness which mother instilled in me at her knee and 
which I have evidenced so strongly in all contributions 
to this department. I am now 26 years of age, unmarried 
but hopeful, and expect to have a long life of usefulness 
ahead of me. 
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If there is any message I call’ eves to the young men 
of this country drawn from the varied experiences of my 
life I would say that no position, however high, is attained 
except through hard work and pluck. As a matter of fact, 
however, the greatest success is in proportion to one’s 
ability to select the right people to pluck. The large 
salary I obtain as manager of this department—lI violate 
no confidence when I announce that I am paid 3,000 pesos 
per annum—is due perhaps to my ability to select kind 
and benevolent employers. As I have stated before I 
love my work very much. It leaves me with plenty of 
spare time on my hands which I spend in crocheting 
shawls for the old ladies’ home and in reading good 
literature such as True Confessions, The Breeders’ Gazette 
and Supt. Gardner’s romance of the milk pail known as 
the Blue Book. 

In closing let me state that I will be very glad to 
prescribe a course of home study for any who are down- 
hearted or dissatisfied with their present positions. If 
any such will write me and mark the position that they 
wish to obtain I will guarantee that the same can be 
reached in a series of very easy lessons to be learned at 
home during odd moments. The cost will be nominal and 
the satisfaction at attaining one’s goal will be undescrib- 
able.

Breeders will understand that application blanks for 
both registry and transfer are furnished free in. loose 
form as in the past upon request, but that the pads as 
described above are arranged for the special convenience 
of breeders in keeping a record of the applications sent 
in and for this special service a nominal charge covering 
their cost is made.

DR. E. C. SCHROEDER, NOTED 
SCIENTIST, DIES 


A brilliant career in the field of 
veterinary medicine and pathology 
was ended with the death of Dr. 
Ernest C. Schroeder January 24, at 
Bethesda, Md., where he was super- 
intendent of the Experiment Station 
of the Bureau of Animal Industry, 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture. During his 40 years of public 
service Doctor Schroeder gained an 
international reputation as aé_ re- 
search worker and made important 
contributions to the knowledge of 
animal diseases. 

He was born in Baltimore, Md., 
April 3, 1865, and after an elemen- 
tary education studied scientific agri- 
culture at the Maryland Agricultural 
College. Later he received the degree 
of M. D. V. from Harvard College in 
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1887. In the same year Doctor 
Schroeder accepted an appointment 
in the Bureau of Animal Industry, 
then a new organization engaged, 
among other activities, in the sup- 
pression of contagious pleuropheu- 
monia of cattle. In 1890 he was 
transferred to the laboratory of path- 
ology and bacteriology. and in 1894 
became Superintendent of the Bureau 
Experiment Station at Bethesda, Md., 
a position which he filled until his 
death, 

Under Doctor Schroeder’s adminis- 
tration the station developed from a 
small beginning in leased quarters to 
a well-equipped research institution 
widely recognized for important con- 
tributions in the study of animal- 
disease problems. 

Besides being an unusually 
thorough and resourceful investigator

whose results commanded wide at- 
tention, Doctor Schroeder was like- 
wise a clear and forceful writer and 
speaker. Animal diseases which have 
received particular study at the Ex- 
periment Station were tuberculosis, 
contagious abortion, anthrax, dourine, 
tetanus, tick fever, and vesicular 
stomatitis. The last-named malady 
is important because of its similarity 
to foot-and-mouth disease, a highly 
infectious foreign plague. Doctor 
Schroeder was also a skilled investi- 
gator of the purity and potency of 
biological products used in veterinary 
medicine. 

A series of complications impared 
his health and death followed an ill- 
ness of several months. Doctor 
Schroeder is survived by a son, a 
brother, and a sister, his wife having 
died in November, 1927.

very careful consideration by the Board of Directors, and 
not discarded or laid aside for some future time until it 
is well thought out. It will require careful study and a 
general outline of plan of operation, but the detail must 
be left to the initiative of the county club. The calf clubs 
will require the surplus of good heifer calves, and such a 
raid on scrub bulls will make a market for many of your 
better bull calves. Every Holstein breeder will be render- 
ing a helpful service by working to rid his township of 
scrub bulls, and he will be increasing his: own market for 
breeding stock, at the same time using the best means 
I can think of for eliminating forever the talked of en- 
croachment of western milk on our New York City 
market which some now fear. With our natural dairy 
country, our nearness to market and good pure bred Hol- 
stein sires heading our herds, we will have a combination 
that for economy of production and delivery to market 
cannot be beaten. 

What would be the advertising value to Madison, or to 
any other good dairy county, to be able to say there was 
not a scrub bull within its borders and that ninety per 
cent of the herd sires were registered pure bred Hol- 
steins? If the cattle were also tuberculin tested, seed 
stock would be sought by people far and near. A raid 
on scrub bulls would, in my opinion, be the most talked 
of and worthwhile project the New York Holstein Asso- 
ciation could adopt. 

Another project which closely relates to the calf club 
work is the opportunity afforded at the county fairs and 
the State Fair to display and advertise the Holstein breed. 
Anything that interests the youngsters interests the par- 
ents. To my mind, there is nothing that would stimulate 
interest and increase attendance at our county fairs more 
than having there excellent exhibits of calves that have 
been raised by our young people. An effort should be 
made to get liberal prizes offered for the winning animals, 
and if these cannot be secured through the regular 
sources from which prizes are paid, effort should be made 
to get local business men, banks, etc., interested in offer- 
ing substantial prizes and plenty of them. In other words, 
a number of prizes should be awarded, and I am not sure 
but that a small prize should be given to every boy or girl 
who exhibits a calf that is considered worthy of exhibit- 
ing, and not too small a prize either. Perhaps these 
calves should be examined previously by the county agent 
or the junior project leader in the county to determine 
whether or not the animal should be exhibited. 

We want these boys and girls with their calves, in 
large numbers at the State Fair. We want more good 
county herds there. Here again provision should be made 
so as to encourage the exhibition of such animals at the 
State Fair. One of our sister breed associations has put 
up a building on the state fairgrounds and has done a 
great deal during the past few years to impress the value 
and importance of their breed. They are using good sales 
tactics, and such tactics are necessary, especially when 
selling some articles. Personally, I have not been satis- 
fied for some little time with the exhibits of Holstein 
cattle that have been shown at the state fairgrounds. I 
believe we can improve upon them. I do not believe in 
copying other associations, but I believe in doing just a 
bit better, and I recommend that as another project to 
be given careful consideration for this coming year we 
see what can be done to make the Holstein breed stand 
out and command attention over all other breeds at the 
State Fair. I have a personal letter from an organization 
that has offered to help finance toward that end. 

This thought has occurred, which will require careful 
study, and perhaps should be discarded. I believe that if 
the right man could be secured to explain to the public, 
in suitable quarters, the good points and merits of the 
Holstein breed, it would be well worth while. A program 
should be carefully thought out. Possibly speakers should 
be changed from time to time. The talks should not be 
narrow sales talks, but purely education, pointing out the 
merits of the breed. I have seen many start to enter the 
eattle building at the state fairgrounds, and have heard 
them say, “Oh, come on, this is just exactly the same as 
it was last year.’ Few really know the strong points of 
the various breeds, and many could not call the breeds 
by name. All are consumers of milk and its products. 
The plan decided upon does not matter so much, but 
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something should be done to increase the attractivenesg 
and value of the Holstein exhibit at the State Fair and 
to teach the value of milk from strong, ruggea animals 
that have bone and muscle—vitality. Teach the consumer 
the value of Holstein-Friesian milk. The State Fair 
offers an unusual opportunity. 


I regret that we have not been in position to carry out 
a plan of constructive advertising in the interest of the 
breed. No one doubts the value of advertising properly 
done. I hope the budget of 1928 will provide for a be. 
ginning along this line. 

I believe that the properly conducted county sale of 
good pure bred cattle has great advertising value and is 
helpful to the breed. I wish to commend the counties and 
organizations that have held such sales, and recommend 
the practice for other county clubs. 


One thing I wish to suggest, which may not be con- 
sidered a project for 1928, but is a project which must be 
thought of and adopted for some future time, was brought 
to my mind this summer when attending one of the 
county picnics. On this trip I met one of the most 
interesting men I ever have known, and after the picnic 
dinner he took all of us to the barn and showed us the 
spot where the first pure bred Holstein-Friesian calf wag 
dropped in America. Perhaps many of you know the 
name that was given to this calf, but it was interesting to 
me to hear this man relate this instance and tell why the 
name was selected. It does not seem possible that within 
such a comparatively short time this breed of cattle has 
swept over the entire country until now we are told that 
fully ninety per cent of the cows in the New York milk 
shed are either pure bred or grade Holstein and other 
dairy sections value her highly. This is another proof of 
the recognized value of this breed. New York State is 
spending immense sums of money to commemorate battle 
fields and erect monuments to the heroes of our early 
wars, and the time will certainly come when those in- 
terested in the Holstein-Friesian breed will feel that a 
suitable marker should be erected to commemorate the 
spot where the first pure bred Holstein was dropped in 
America, and in honor of the man who was the owner 
and importer of her dam, who has continued to be a 
breeder of Holstein cattle throughout the years. A suit- 
able marker erected along the highway passing this farm, 
perhaps denoting the latitude and longitude and the di- 
rections and stating definitely at what distance and in 
what direction from that point this first American born 
pure bred Holstein-Friesian was dropped would be very 
interesting and would be seen by thousands of people 
each year. A breed of cattle that has done so much for 
its owners and the consumers of its products is certainly 
worthy of this recognition. Whai would milk cost today 
if the Holstein-Friesian breed had not been introduced by 
the far-seeing pioneers and improved and developed by 
those who have carried on the work in breeding. I be- 
lieve the Holstein Association could well take upon itself 
this project, even for 1928, and would have little trouble 
in raising by subscription sufficient money to appropriate- 
ly and properly mark the beginning of Holstein history in 
America. It is a project the dairying interests of America 
would support. No doubt you all know the owner of this 
first pure bred American born Holstein calf, Mr. Gerrit 
Miller, of Peterboro. If you have not met him, you should 
make his acquaintance at your first opportunity. 

In closing, I want to thank all of you for the spirit of 
cooperation and helpfulness that you have shown through- 
out the year. I have given this as the president’s report; 
it is the report of the board of directors of your associa- 
tion, as all action that has been taken throughout the 
year has been with the hearty approval and endorsement 
of the united board. As a board of directors we have 
endeavored to put the welfare of the state association 
above our personal feelings and desires, and at times 
have been called upon to do things that were not pleasant, 
but we have kept the welfare of the association uppermost 
in our minds, and if we have failed in what you have ex- 
pected of us it has not been due to a lack of interest or 
desire to do the best thing possible. If we have suc- 
ceeded, it has been due to the cooperation and support we 
have received from sister associations and from the mem- 
bers, individually and collectively.

which is owned by the state association, was also used to 
a large extent in organization work, and by County 
Agents, and in some instances by local show houses, 


which gave our breed the desired publicity 
was shown. 

County Manager Plan.—The organization of the Coun- 
ty Manager Plan was continued, and at the present time 
we have 18 counties being served by 9 regularly appointed 
County Managers or County Secretaries, who are serving 
the breeders in the capacity of assisting in selling their 
cattle. We cannot get accurate figures on the total num- 
ber of cattle sold through this service, but the entire state 
will be organized in 1928, as the breeders are coming to 
realize that they must have their own agency through 
which to sell their surplus. The County Manager Plan 
will be developed also with the idea of having the breed- 
ers’ representative sell surplus bulls through a plan sim- 
ilar to the general Sire Campaign, and through this gen- 
eral plan we will have a service that will take care of 
the surplus that the breeders have for sale. 


Holstein Calf Clubs.—Enrollments in this phase of 
Holstein Extension work totaled 2,000 for the year 1927, 
which included both grade and pure bred calves, and 
which was approximately two-thirds of the total dairy 
calf enrollments which included all breeds in the state of 
Minnesota. A large part of this increased enrollment is 
due to the fact that through the membership plan, the 
county associations are in a _ position to give special 
premiums for Holstein Calb Club calves at all County 
Fairs, which is a great stimulant in securing enrollments 
through the various club agencies throughout the state. 
The State Association also gives $200 in cash for the 
Holstein Calf Club exhibits at the State Fair, which 
assists materially in securing a greater interest in the 
Holstein Calf Club work in general.

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taken a very active interest in Cow Testing Association 
work, and the County Area Test of cattle for Tuberculosis, 
and in many counties the fact that this work was carried 
on to a successful conclusion can be traced directly to the 
individual and organized efforts of the Holstein breeders. 

County Fair Exhibits —Through the cooperation of the 
State Association and our National Extension office, 4g 
County Fairs and three sectional Fairs in the State of 
Minnesota were cooperated ‘with in putting on Holstein 
educational booths. Our State Association furnished a lib- 
eral supply of two different circulars regarding Holsteins 
as well as a series of posters which were used in decorat- 
ing the booths. In a few instances personal assistance 
was given through the representative of the association 
in preparing exhibits. 

Sire Classification Work.—The classification of pure 
bred Holstein sires according to type and the type and 
production of their daughters was also started this year 
by the state association in Ottertail county with the re. 
sult that definite information will be secured for the 
Holstein-Friesian Association of America to take over this 
valuable piece of work, which promises as much for the 
breed as Advanced Registry work did when it was start- 
ed. The committee in charge of this work was: John B, 
Irwin, Ex-Officio; W. S. Moscrip, Chairman; Axel Hansen, 
and V. S. Culver. We doubt very much if four better men 
could have been selected in the State of Minnesota for 
starting this important project. In the work in Ottertail 
county, 13 sires and 7 herds were classified and the future 
of this undertaking will be followed with a great deal of 
interest. 

County Herds.—Considerable work was done through 
the state association in securing exhibits of county herds 
at the State Fair. A total number of 4, a number far be- 
low the average number for the past few years were 
shown. This phase of the work, however, will be fol- 
lowed in 1928 and we will have at least 10 county associ- 
ations who will exhibit herds and receive advantage 
through this medium of advertising. 

Sale of Cattle—Direct sales of pure bred cattle 
through the State Association this year totaled over $12,- 
000 and opened up a future service that will undoubtedly 
be increased materially from year to year. 

Meetings.—A total of 91 meetings were attended by 
the secretary of the State Association during the year 
at which there was an attendance of 4,945 Holstein en- 
thusiasts. During the course of the year, the total auto- 
mobile mileage was 13,009. 

From the above summary every Holstein breeder can 
appreciate the scope of work of the county and state 
organizations and can realize the part that he must play 
in successfully carrying on the work of building up 
greater interest in our Holstein cattle.

over 500 members showed that the breed was making 
progress in Canada. Further evidence was afforded in 
the number of registrations and transfers, the receipts 
from which, despite a reduction in fees, showed a big 
increase. The Advanced Registry for females was com- 
mended to breeders by Mr. Moore who stated that while 
it had been feared this new policy would be a big item of 
expense to the association the fees had made it self- 
supporting. 

Some little discussion took place regarding the delay 
of the Fraser Valley Milk Producers’ Association in giv- 
ing effect to the plan of payment for milk, endorsed at 
the last annual meeting of that compamy, which provided 
for payment on a butterfat basis, plus payment for skim 
milk. In reply President W. J. Park of that company said 
that the demoralized condition of the Vancouver market 
prevented any action being taken in this direction. AS 
soon as the market became more stabilized such a policy 
of payment would be put into effect. 

Referring to claims that a large demand for straight 
Jersey milk existed in Vancouver and that there was a 
big trade in such a product in eastern cities, J. W. Berry, 
Langley Prairie, said that when recently in the east he 
had investigated the matter. He had interviewed many of 
the biggest handlers and distributers of milk in Toronto, 
London and Montreal and had found that the demand for 
such a milk was very small, which coincided with the

She fresh- 
ened November 27, 1926, completed 
her 305-day record in Canadian Sub- 
division B., which is the same as 
Classification C., and qualified by 
freshening again November 29, 1927. 
Her record has just been officially 
reported as given above.

Concerning this record, Mr. 
mour writes: 

“We are producing milk for the 
retail trade and try to produce it as 
cheaply as possible, so grow nearly 
all the grain we feed. A year ago 
the grain was a poor sample and a 
small yield, so we have been feeding 
oil cake. Last year we got some cot- 
tonseed and bran and fed about a 
pound of grain to four pounds of milk. 
Korndyke never had over 18 pounds 
of grain in a day and had for rough- 
age, alfalfa hay, corn silage and 
turnips. 

“We did not have water in the 
stable until the middle of February 
so until then the cows had to drink 
outside. Korndyke was just one of 
the cows and had no special privi- 
ledges. During the summer she pas- 


tured day and night with the herd on 
alfalfa with some Dutch clover in one 
piece and timothy in the other. 


“Both Korndyke and her dam, Idyl- 
wilde Dixon De Kol 19633 ©. H. B., 
were bred at our farm. Her sire is 
Earl Burke Korndyke 11489 C. H. B.. 
who will be rethembered as sire of 
the former World’s Champion in the 
305-day division, Orndyke Pietertje 
Korndyke 2d, with 1,122.5 lbs. butter 
from 24,119 lbs. milk, and who later 
came back with a year record of 
1,283.75 lbs. butter from 27,065 Ibs. 
milk. Nearly every female we now 
have in the herd traces to this sire. 
Our herd is fully accredited, and in- 
cludes four daughters of the new 
World’s Champion. 

“One of our herd sires is a son of 
Brookholm Inka, the famous Reserve 
All-American bull, who sired the 
first prize get of sire at the Royal 
1927 and had an All-American son. 
Our farm is located just off the Peter- 
borough-Port Hope highway, in Dur- 
ham County, six miles from Peter- 
borough, which is our main shipping 
center, and visitors interested in good 
Holsteins are always welcome at 
Idylwilde Farm.”

The new champion will be 
ten years old in May but was never 
tested until this latest lactation.

ISAAC A. VAN BOMEL 


Isaac A. Van Bomel, Chairman of 
the Board of Directors of Sheffield 
Farms Company, Inc., passed away at 
his residence, 924 West End Avenue, 
at an early hour, Wednesday morn- 
ing, January 25th. 


Mr. Van Bomel had been connected 
with the milk industry for practically 
his entire life. He was born in 
Orange County, New York, on Febru- 
ary 3rd, 1856. He and Loton Horton, 
who was his predecessor as President 
of Sheffield Farms Company, Inc., 
came to New York City at the same 
time and entered the milk business 
with the same concern, Slawson 
Brothers, then located on 25th Street 


between 2nd and 3rd Avenues. Mr. 
Horton and Mr. Van Bomel continued 
in business together until Mr. Hor- 
ton’s death in December, 1926. Mr. 


Van Bomel was one of the organizers 
of the Sheffield Farms Company 
when, in 1902, that company took 
over Slawson Brothers and other milk 


companies, and began its corporate 
existence. He was Vice. President 
from 1902 until 1927, when he was 


elected President of the company on 
Mr. Horton’s death. He later retired 
as President and became Chairman 
of the Board of Directors. He was 
also one of the Directors of the Na- 
tional Dairy Products Corporation, of 
which Sheffield Farms is a subsidiary. 

Mr. Isaac Van Bomel was one of 
the organizers of the New York Milk 
Conference Board, on which he 
served as Director for many years 
and was for two terms President. He 
was also identified with the Interna- 
tional Association of Milk Dealers as 
one of its directors. 

Mr. Van Bomel was a farm boy whu 
went to the city and started at the 
bottom as a driver of a milk wagon, 
gradually working his way up to a 
high place in the dairy industry. It 
is said of him that for twenty-four 
years he was up in the neighborhood 
of one o’clock every morning, at first 
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as a driver and later as foreman and 
executive. Mr. B. S. Halsey, vice 
president of the Sheffield Company, 
says of him: “I am quite safe in 
saying that no man in the dairy in- 
dustry was better loved than Mr. Van 
Bomel. He had a singular capacity 
for interesting himself in the welfare 
of those with whom he was associ- 
ated and particularly with the farm- 
ers with whom his company had to 
deal. Probably no man in the milk 
industry ever had so wide a range of 
friends among the farmers who sell 
their milk in the New York City mar- 
ket. He knew hundreds of them per- 
sonally and never lost touch with the 
farming community from which he 
came.” 

He is survived by his wife, 
sons and a daughter. One son, Leroy 
A. VanBomel, is President of the 
Sheffield Farms Company.

KENTUCKY BREEDER REPORTS 
PROGRESS 


Editor Holstein-Friesian World:— 

I wish to report some records re- 
cently completed at Echo Farms. Ju- 
dith Colantha Ormsby 608860, age six 
years, milk 25,824.8, butter 966.17. 
Lady Howbert Pontiac, 852742, milk 
23,936.38, butter 844.37, age three years 
and six months. Since we turned 
our attention to official testing, we 
found we could not supply the de- 
mand for young stock, as we have had 
inquiries lately from many states and 
one foreign country. The local trade 
has been better the past year than it 
has ever been since I have been con- 
nected with the Holstein breed. 


We sold to a Kentucky breeder re- 
cently a son of Judith Colantha Orms- 
by, and Echo Segis Beechwood, our 
former herd sire, for the longest price 
I believe a Kentucky breeder ever 
paid for a Kentucky bred calf. 


There have been many great Hol- 
steins in Kentucky, but they were 
brought in from other states. Just a 
few years back Mr. Shaeffer brought 
to Kentucky the bull, King Pontiac 
Hengerveld Fayne, one of the best 
sons of King of the Pontiacs, and the 
cow, Rollo Mercena De Kol. How- 
ever, this did not materially help 
Kentucky much as a Holstein state 
as the people did not readily take to 
them. However this bull left a few 
sons scattered over the Blue Grass. 
Eventually the farmers learned their 
value. 

Mr. R. M. Barker, of Richlawn 
Farm, Carrolton, Ky., brought into 
the state from Dutchland Farms a 
load of Dutchland bred cattle. Ken 
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tucky people then became interested 
in the breed, as they then began to 
make records that were almost unbe- 
lievable to the average Kentuckian. 
Mr. D. C. Clarke also brought to Ken- 
tucky some cows of the Echo Sylvia 
breeding, which have made a very 
lasting impression on the Holstein 
industry in our country. 

The monthly report given out by 
our State University shows the black 
and whites to be leading the other 
breeds each month in fat production.

PREVENTION THE CHEAPEST IN- 
VESTMENT 


“An ounce of Prevention is worth a 
pound of Cure.” That is a wise, old 
adage and we know of no other busi- 
ness where it applies more soundly 
than the live stock business. This is 
the time of year when all farmers 
should take precautionary measures 
for the prevention of the spread of 
disease germs. 

The McLean County System of San- 
itation was originally worked out for 
swine raisers, but the principle ap- 
plies equally as well to cattle. This 
system calls for the thorough scrub- 
bing of the premises and the feeding 
and watering equipment with a solu- 
tion of boiling water and a high 
grade of lye, one that has been thor- 
oughly tested. Prof. Raffensperger, 
the originator of the McLean County 
System of Sanitation, used one can 
of Lewis Lye to five gallons of boil- 
ing water. This solution will eradi- 
cate all disease germs with which it 
comes in contact, as well as the worm 
eggs or larva. 

There is considerable abortion in 
the country at present and, although 
you may be entirely free from either 
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abortion} or tuberculosis in your herd 
at present, it is well to take the prop- 
er precautionary measures. 

While applying this solution, it 
would be a mighty good thing also to 
clean up the poultry house and pre- 
vent white diarrhea, roup or other 
germs of poultry diseases from kill- 
ing some of your chicks this spring.

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CATTLE TICK PICTURED AS ECO- 
NOMIC VAMPIRE 


Portraying the cattle-fever tick in 
the role of a gigantic, economic mon- 
ster that still ravages the cattle in- 
dustry of the South, Dr. R. A. Ram- 
say, of the United States Department 
of Agriculture, pointed out dramati- 
cally in a recent address the benefits 
to be derived by destroying the pest. 
Speaking before the Sixteenth An- 
nual Convention of the Southern 
Livestock Association, at Memphis, 
Tenn., January 31, Doctor Ramsay, 
chief of the Tick Eradication Divi- 
sion, Bureau of Animal Industry, ex- 
plained that this pest “is so small 
and seemingly so insignificant that 
people seldom realize the damage 
that the billions of ticks do collective- 
ly. Drop by drop they consume large 
quantities of blood from each animal. 
Drop by drop, indirectly, they cut 
milk production one-third. 

“No farmer has a bookkeeping sys- 
tem,” Doctor Ramsay continued, “that 
will enable him to keep accurate 
track of the ticks’ board bill in blood 
and milk, and it is still harder to 
visualize this in terms of wasted 
feed and acres of pasture. But the 
effect is there just as truly as if an 
enormous giant tick of fancy were 
actually draining and killing the l,- 
575,000 cattle now under quarantine.” 

Though excellent progress has been 
made thus far in eradicating cattle 
ticks from the South, the culmination 
of the work is expected to require 
the closest kind of cooperation of 
county, State and Federal officials, 
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as well as ample funds and the active 
support of cattle owners. Counties 
now tick-free number 760 with 225 
still quarantined because of the pres- 
ence of the pest. 


Cost of Clean-Up Much Less Than 
Tick Damage 

An official appraisal of the damage 
which ticks inflict on the cattle in- 
dustry of the 225 infested counties 
shows that the average loss per coun- 
ty annually from tick damage is $53,- 
377. In contrast to this figure the 
current cost of eradicating cattle 
ticks from a county is approximately 
$20,000. The difference between the 
two figures is a balance of $33,377 as 
a dividend resulting from tick eradi- 
cation. Moreover, the benefit con- 
tinues after ticks are once thorough- 
ly eradicated with no further signifi- 
cant expense for eradication work. 
In other words, the cost of boarding 
ticks for a year is about 2% times 
that of eradicating them for all time.

Cow Testing Ass’n News for December 


Wm. H. Landis took all top hon- 
ors in the Montgomery County, Penn- 
sylvania, cow testing association dur- 
ing December, his herd being high 
for both milk and fat and a member 
of his herd leading the Honor Roll 
of cows producing above 40 lbs. fat 
during the month. His herd of twen- 
ty-four pure bred Holsteins averaged 
42.5 lbs. fat and 1,283 lbs. milk. In 
second place for both milk and fat 
was the pure bred and grade Hol- 
stein herd of twenty-five head owned 
by Owen Gerhard with an average ot 
37 lbs. fat, 1,106 lbs. milk. Hoistein 
herds of C. E. Longacre and Mrs. 
Howard Bieler ranked third and 
fourth for milk and fat production. 
The high figure for individual produc- 
tion was 67.8 lbs. fat made by a mem- 
ber of the Landis herd as was the 
second high producer for fat and high 
for milk with 65.7 lbs. fat, 2,052 Ibs. 
milk. During the month 25 herds 
were tested with 391 cows in milk 
and 41 dry. Thirteen unprofitable 
cows were disposed of during Decem- 
ber. Sixty-three cows produced over 
40 lbs. fat, with 19 over the 50-Ib. 
mark. One hundred two cows pro- 
duced more than 1,000 lbs. milk with 
57 above 1,200 lbs. Most of the hon- 
or roll cows were Holstein, either 
pure bred or grade. 

We are pleased to have a report of 
the Butler County C. T. A. of Penn- 
sylvania, of which Otto C. Nold is 
tester. During December 258 cows 
in milk, 43 dry, in 30 herds were test- 
ed. Of this number 25 cows pro- 
duced above 40 lbs. fat and 7 over 
50 lbs., while 15 cows produced over 
1,000 lbs. and 26 over 1,200 lbs. milk. 
With two exceptions, way down in 
eighth and ninth places. the entire 


list of ten high cows were pure bred 
Holsteins. The list was headed by 
Topsy, a four-year-oid pure bred Hoi- 
stein in the Bob Belles & Sons herd. 
Her figures are given as 70 Ibs. fat. 
1,891 lbs. milk. In second place is a 
five-year-old pure bred Holstein with 
68.1 lbs. fat, 1,662 lbs. milk. The ten 
high cows averaged 55.9 lbs. fat, 1,548 
lbs. milk showing an average test of 
3.61% 

Holsteins lead the way in the Dal- 
las C. T. A. of Barron County, Wis- 
consin, according to the report for 
November from Tester H. L. Gould. 
Joseph Hanson has the three high 
cows and the fifth high cow, as well 
as the high herd, all pure bred Hol- 
steins. The high individual has 84.2 
lbs. fat, 2,073 lbs. milk .to her credit 
and the herd of eleven averaged 42.5 
Ibs. fat, 1,129 lbs. milk. The herd of 
Ed Massie containing 15 grade Hol- 
steins averaged 39.25 lbs. fat. 1,076 
Ibs. milk. 

A report from the Mecosta-Remus 
C. T. A. of Michigan for December 
shows that the herd of Paul Schiffer 
took top honors with an average of 
51.32 lbs. fat, 1,385 lbs. milk. The 
herd is composed of grade Holsteins 
and is the highest herd average ever 
attained in any association in Mecos- 
ta County in its five years of testing, 
according to Tester Lee E. Gale. In 
this herd of six cows were the three 
high three-year-olds with 58.4 Ibs., 
57.8 lbs. and 56.6 lbs. fat respectively. 
The high two-year-old was a grade 
Holstein owned by Herman Schiffer 
of Remus with 40.8 lbs. fat to her

Senior Two-Year Record Broken in 

Ten-Months’ Division 

In Classification A of the Ten- 
Months’ Division the breaking of the 
record in the Senior Two-Year Class 
by the heifer Pietje Butter Girl of 
Berks, owned by Mr. Abner S. Dey- 
sher, Reading, Pennsylvania, has al- 
ready been announced by card, this 


heifer being credited at 2 years, 6 
months with 20,747.6 lbs. milk con- 
taining 761.97 lbs. fat in 305 days. 


The record is notable because this 
heifer was just at the turning point 
from the Junior Two to the Senior 
Two-Year Class. Had the heifer been 
a day or so younger at the time of 
freshening the record would have 
been made in the Junior Two-Year 
Class. The test is also notable be- 
cause of the heifer winning a double 
record and showing a production in 
365 days of 23,789.2 lbs. milk con- 
taining 883.97 lbs. fat. The record 
in detail, tabulated by months, will 
be found below. 

Classification B Records Broken 

Two records in Classification B 
have been broken since my last re- 
port, one of these being the record 
for the Full-Aged Class in the Yearly 
Division and the other in the Junior 
Two-Year Class of this division. Side 
Hill Ormsby Segis, owned by John R. 
Logan and Son, Seward, Illinois, is 
reported in this issue of the Bulletin 
as starting test at 5-9-19 and produc- 
ing in 365 days 27,419.6 lbs. milk con- 
taining 915.26 lbs. fat; and she has 
done this additional to the fine short- 
time record of a year ago. Side Hill 
Ormsby Segis displaces Queen Segis 
Pietertje Pontiac, whose production 
is 24,025.7 lbs. milk containing 884.44 
lbs. fat at 8-4-8. 


At the other end of the division 
stands U. N. H. Amy, owned by the 
University of New Hampshire. This 
heifer shows the very remarkable 
production for the age of 19,954.3 Ibs. 
milk containing 810.48 lbs. fat in 365 
days. She is reported in this number 
of the Bulletin as beginning test at 
the age of 2-5-13; and the University 
of New Hampshire can congratulate 
itself on the possession of one of the 
most notable of Holstein-Friesian 
heifers. Some of the finest records 
for the breed are now held by State 
Universities. U. N. H. Amy dis- 
places Jewel Pietertje Clothilde 
Fayne, whose production is 741.78 lbs. 
fat.

T. B. TESTED MILK FOR DETROIT 


The dairymen of the Michigan Milk ° 
Producers’ Association who supply 
the Detroit market recently were 
forced to go to the governor of the 
state in order to save the producers 
of that territory from a situation that 
might have badly demoralized the 
milk industry of that section. 

The Common Council of Detroit 
some time ago passed an ordinance 
stipulating that after January 1, 1928, 
milk sold in the City of Detroit 
should come only from T. B. tested 
herds. The farmers of the territory 
were willing and anxious to meet the 
requirements. Recently, however, the 
state appropriation for the work gave 
out and the governor issued a state- 
ment that T. B. test work would nave 
to be discontinued until the first of 
next July. So that on the one hand the 
City of Detroit was insisting on T. B. 
tested milk beginning January 1, and 
on the other the state was refusing to 
test the herds because of a lack of 
funds. 

The industry appealed to the lead- 
ers of the Michigan Milk Producers’ 
Association for help in the situation 
and the officers of the association pre- 
sented the seriousness of the _ situa- 
tion to Governor Greene. 

As a result the Governor promised 
to have the T. B. test work continued. 
On January 1 the City of Detroit en- 
forced its ordinance requiring tnat 
only T. B. tested milk should be sold 
in the city. 

Dairymen whose herds have been 
tested will be required to show a cer- 
tificate before their milk will be 
accepted. Those whose herds nave 
not been tested but who are waiting 
for the test will not be required to 
show certificates. It is expected that 
the T. B. test in that section can ve 
completed within a few more months. 

Dairymen’s League News. 
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NORTH DAKOTA BREEDERS HOLD 
ANNUAL MEETING

The annual meeting of the North 
Dakota Holstein Breeders’ Associa- 
tion held at the Agricultural College, 
Fargo, was the most. successful 
gathering of Holstein breeders ever 
held in the State. Sixty breeders 
from all sections of the state were 
present. 

W. B. Barney representing the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of America 
was the principal speaker. Mr. Bar- 
ney spent some time in showing the 
trend of the dairy industry and 
brought out the fact that production 
of dairy products in the United States 
is not increasing as rapidly as the 
increase in population. He gave 
figures to show that the consumption 
of dairy products per capita is grow- 
ing greater each year, which indicates 
a bright future for dairymen. Re- 
garding North Dakota, the speaker 
mentioned that the west is being 
looked to for butter production and 
that his observations led him to be- 
lieve that North Dakota, with soil 
and climate so well adapted to grow- 
ing of feed crops, would rapidly de- 
velop into one of the greater butter- 
producing states. 

Professor J. R. Dice discussed the 
Herd Improvement Plan recently in- 
augurated by the Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America. Breeders 
were greatly interested in the plan 
and a number of them indicated that 
they would like to enroll their herds. 
H. E. Rilling, State Boys’ and Girls’ 
Club Leader, reported on the dairy 
calf club work carried on in the state 
during the past year and expressed 
appreciation for assistance which had 
been received from the Holstein-Frie- 
sian Association of America and the 
North Dakota Holstein Breeders’ 
Association. John Husby, State 
Dairy Commissioner, spoke briefly 
regarding the function which a breed- 
ers organization has to perform and 
complemented the breeders on their 
activities during the past year. 

Members voted to continue the 
monthly news letter and exchange 
list, to assist in further development 
of calf club work and to cooperate in 
carrying on pure sire campaigns and 
cow testing association work.

PARASITES OF FARM ANIMALS 
GAINING HEADWAY 


The plumber, the barber, the cook, 
and the veterinarian, as well as the 
physician, have had an _ important 
part in the eradication of many of 
the parasites of man. In the case of 
livestock, these numerous forces and 
aids to sanitation are not entirely 
applicable. Consequently the veter- 
inarian is waging a rather lonesome 
fight against the parasitic enemies 
of his patients, and the world’s sup- 
ply of veterinarians is very much 
smaller than its supply of physicians. 

Moreover, man is more interested 
in the parasites that annoy him di- 
rectly than in those that cause only 
indirect trouble, and in the opinion 
of Dr. M. C. Hall, chief parasitologist 
of the Bureau of Animal Industry, 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture, that fact is largely responsible 
for the greater attention given to hu- 
man parasites than to those of our 
domestic animals. As a result, 
human parasites are doomed to a rel: 
atively early and more or less com- 
plete eradication, he says, whereas 
we are losing ground in our fight 
against animal parasites. 

“Civilized man has already become 
too sanitary for his parasites,” accord- 
ing to Dr. Hall, “thereby placing them 
at a great disadvantage. The welfare 
of the louse was imperilled when the 
Saturday night bath supplanted occa- 
sional immersion from falling into 
the water, and it was doomed when 
American plumbing laid the founda- 
tion for a daily bath or even a morn- 
ing and night tub a day. Shaving 
deprived the human ectoparasite of a 
protected area. ‘Taenin solium’ was 
once an important tapeworm of man, 
but took the road to extinction when 
the mythical Chinaman burned down 
the house, ate the incinerated pig and 
pronounced it good; it has had no 
chance against our modern meat in- 
spection system which discards all 
pork infested with the parasite which 
causes ‘Taenia solium’ in man.” 


Numerous and varied forces are 
working against human parasites, 


says Dr. Hall. If the physician had 
entirely ignored the parasites of man 
in the North Temperate Zone, sani- 
tary measures as applied by the cook, 
the barber, the plumber, the veteri- 
narian, and others, would in time 
have eradicated many of them. But 
with livestock the case is different, 
he says. It is difficult or impossible 
to apply even known methods of san- 
itation to domesticated animals in 
many cases. 

“Domestic animals,” says Dr. Hall, 
“especially pasture animals, soil their 
table with their manure which often 
bears the worn egga and larvae of 
numerous parasites; other suscepti- 
ble animals grazing over the same 
areas become infected. Nor is there 
any reason evident to hope that such 
will not always be the case. Mites 
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ticks, and lice find an ideal play- 
ground in the hairy and woolly hides 
of these animals, for their bathing 
habits are those of the small boy— 
compulsory baths only as a rule— 
and shaving is strictly an adjunct to 
surgical procedure. The application 
of sanitation to livestock is a limited 
procedure. Hence the abundance of 
parasites in livestock, the rarity of 
non-parasitized animals, and_ the 
growing importance of veterinary 
parasitology.” 

Furthermore, livestock practice has 
changed in the last few decades in 
such a way as to give increased ad- 
vantage to certain parasites. Open 
range conditions where few animals 
grazed to the square mile were not 
so helpful to the spread of worm par- 
asites, and only such pests as lice and 
mange mites, traveling with the host, 
and insects such as warble flies, horn 
flies and gnats that had anticipated 
airplane transportation, could keep 
up with the constantly moving range 
herds. Confining livestock to limited 
pasture areas was highly favorable 
to the female worm’s efficiency of re- 
production. Individual worms often 
produce from a thousand to 25 mil- 
lion eggs at a time, literally seeding 
the pasture lands with these enor- 
mous numbers of eggs. 

Under the conditions of modern 
transportation, it seems inevitable to 
Dr. Hall that all possible parasites of 
livestock now present in or subse- 
quently introduced into this country 
must in a short time have practically 
a nation-wide distribution. The Zo- 
ological Division of which he is chief 
is trying to map the distribution of 
these animal parasites in the hope 
that a campaign to stop their spread 
may be inaugurated. If such a cam- 
paign is not soon carried out, map- 
ping will be unnecessary, he says. 

What is happening today, accord- 
ing to Dr. Hall, is that in the absence 
of control measures our livestock is 
succumbing in large numbers to these 
parasites; and it is losing enormous- 
ly in wasted production from _ un- 
thriftiness. 

It is time says Dr. Hall, that par- 
asitology, especially veterinary para- 
sitology, came into its own and 
claimed a larger share of attention 
than it has received. With the ex- 
isting limitations of sanitation as ap- 
plied to livestock, with the _ swift 
change from range conditions to farm 
conditions, and with our modern 
transportation system applied to live- 
stock, parasitism is a real threat. 
Veterinary parasitology is a subject 
of growing importance, Dr. Hall 
concludes, “and it offers hundreds of 
problems in morphology and life his- 
tory work to the zoologist. Its eco- 
nomic importance is a matter of hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars annually, 
and it involves the entire matter of 
conserving our food supply for our 
children and our children’s children.”
